Frightful Accident on the Steamer Idle. | 


wild Last Night. 


TWO MEN DROWNED AND TWO OTHERS 
. FATALLY BURNED. ~ ~ 


The Terrible Disaster Due to the Bursting 
of e Steam-Pipe- The Injured Men 
Brought to the City and Sent to the 
Hospital in a Dying Condition—Other 
Disasters. 


An explosion on the steamer Idlewild, 
causing two deaths outright, probably fatally 
injuring two others, and seriously injuring a 
third, occurred on board the Idlew!ld about 
9 o'clock last night as the boat was nearing 
St. Genevieve. The accident was a pecu- 
darly sensational one in its details and the 
Steamer Crystal City, arriving at her St. 
Louis wharfboat this afternoou,-brought to 
St. Louis the victims ofthe disaster still gliv- 
ing, and the full styry of the accident. 

About the hour named last night 
while the engineers and firemen of 
the Idlewild were busy inthe engide-room, 
one tithe staem-plpes suddenly burst. 
Such was the force . of the 
explosion that Sam Jackson, a colored fire- 
man, and another negro, also a 
fireman, whose name is un- 
known, were blown tnto the river. 
In their horribly scalded and stunned 
condition the two were helpless, and both 
drowned within afew rods of the steamer 
before any attempt could be made 
to rescue them. Charles Anderson and 
Marshal Carter, deck-hands on the Idlewild, 
aged respectively 23 and 29 years, were fear- 
fully scalded by escaping steam, and 
but little hopes are entertained 
of their recovery. Dan Biehle, a colored pas- 
senger, was also hurt. They were standing 
almost directly in front of the bursting 
steam-pipe, and received the full force 
of the escaping steam almo 
their entire bodies being horribl 
burned, The two deck hands presented a 
frightful spectacle as they lay on the deck of 
the Crystal City this afternoon, and their 
suffering seemed to be almost beyond the 


power of numan strength to bear. 


ARRIVAL OF THE VICTIMS. 

It was 12:30 o’clock when the Crystal City 
steamed up to her wharfboat 
this afternoon, and Officers Oav- 
ananeh and Clements were notified 
that the two negroes were lying in the fear 
of the boat suffering excruciating pain 
from the effects of being scalded. The 
men were lying almost nude on s&cks of 
wheat, their chests and arms 
being literally covered with  DbDiisters 
and théir faces and backs almost raw. They 
gave their names as Ohas. Anderson, aged 
23, and Marshal Oarter, aged 9 years 
Anderson said that he and Carter were deck 
hands on the Idlewild, and that when 
the steam pipe burst they were quite near 
Sam Jackson, colored, and another 
negro, whose name is not known, 
both employed as firemen, were blown into 
the riverand drowned. 

Dan Behle, a deck passenger, also ar- 
rived on the Crystal Clty. He was 
burned and scalded fearfully about the head 
and body. The three men were immediately 
sent to the Marine Hospital. 

The two men most seriously injured were 
sent to the Marine Hospital, following the 
arrival of the Crystal City this afternoon, 
At the Idlewild’s wharf-boat the officers had 
no further particulars ofthe fatal accident, 
not having heard direct from the boat since 
her departure from St. Louls. The news of

The prospects are at present that there will 
be a very interesting and perhaps exciting 
meeting in the Council this afternoon if the 
Special Committee on the Investigation of 
Institutions gets together. 

The office of the Building Commissioner 
will be givenan airing more thorough and 
general than any it has heretofore received. 
The characters and records of several 
of the employes will be gone over. 
Mr. Wehner of the Council will en- 
dea vor to bring out damaging testimony. 
One fact the committee will endeavor to es- 
tablish is that James Harrison, one of the 
employes of the office, is running a saloon on 
Eleventh gtreet opposite the City Hall. Mr. 
Harrison asserts that this they cannot prove, 
as he does not own the place. Other charges 
of a more serious nature will be made against 
Mr. Harrison for the ultimate object of dam- 
aging Commissioner Furlong. 

There has been a long list of names fur- 
nished to Secretary Little of the Council by 
Mr. Wehner, with instructions that the per- 
sons named be summoned to appear this 
afternoon.

Union Avenue Boulevard. 


Commissioner Murphy in considering the 
boulevard question has come to the conclu- 
sion that St. Louis should have at least one 
driveway running north and south that 
would be not less than 200feet wide. In the 


list of streets named heretofore there are 
none that have a width of over 100 feet. 
Grand avenue has a variable width of 6, 70, 
80 and. 100 feet, ming highway is legally 
opened 100 feet wide from the Gravois road 
to Florissant avenue. Union ayenue is 100 feet 
wise from Forest Park to Natural Bridge 
road. 

Forest Park boulevard is the only east and 
west street that is over 100 feet wide, and 
that is 150 feet from Grand avenue to Forest 
Park. Maj. Murphy has given considerable 
attention to the matter, and has reached the 
conclusion that the conditions existing on 
Union avenue and on the line of its possible 
extension northward and southward are 
more favorable than those of any other 
avenue for establishing a splendid boulevard 
that would bea credit tothe city, and com- 
pare favorably with the driveways of other 
cities. The Commissioner argues that now 

time, Wf ever, to establish 
St. Louis has long needed 
and that no narrow-minded policy should in- 
tervene to stop it. The plan would be to 
widen Union Avenue from Forest Park to 
Natural Bridge road 100 feet, additional. 
Then to commence proceedings either for 
dedication or condemnation north of the 
Natural Bridge road to Florissant avenue 
nd south of Forest Park to Magnolia avenue 
ir the Gravois road. The matter of opening 
the driveway through Forest Park could be 
easily accomplished, and under the State 
boulevard law traffic could be regulated so as 
to make it exclusive for light vehicles. The 
project is a bold one, and is likely to com- 
mand the attention of those directly inter- 
ested and of the general public. 1 


Look Out for Low Wires. 


Supervisor of City Lighting O’Rellly said 
this morning: ‘‘I think’it would be advisable 
for the Veiled Prophets to remember this 


year that they cannot bulld floats over 
eighteen or twenty feet in height. It is safe 
to 1 that the route of the procession 
will be in the down-town portion of the city 
and in that event they must cross the electric 
roads at many places, The heights at which 
the wires for these roads must be hung is 
fixed by ordinance so we must have them 
twenty feet from the ground and others 
must hang them from twenty foot side poles, 
which drops the wire about two feet.

THE INDUSTRIAL OUTLOOE. 

A cable dispatch from St. Petersburg, 
apparently sent with official sanction, says 
that the Russian Imperial Council has de- 
cided to prohibit the exportation of grain | 
from Russian ports, on account of the bad 
harvest and great scarcity.. And yet the 
estimate that Europe's wheat imports wil 
be 281,000,000 bushels in excess of her ex- 
ports credits Russia with an excess of 40, - 
000 ,000 bushels for export. 

The most cautious and conservative esti- 
mates indicate that American farmers will 
this year have the largest exportable sur- : 
plus they ever marketed, and that Europe 
will need every bushel of it and all she can 
get besides from India, South America and 
Australia. This means an increased ex- 
port demand for our great corn crop algo, 
and good. prices for provisions. Such a 
run of luck as the American farmer is hav- 
ing this year will not only overbalance his 
increased taxes and pay off his interest 
charges, but lift a large part of his farm 
mortgages and make a basis for a business 
boom in all branches of trade. 

The foreign demand which increases the 
price of our food products and the cost of 
living would be a bad thing for our wage- 
earners if there were no prospect of its be- 
ing attended with increased activity and 
increased wages in our industries. Such 
increased activity has always accompanied | 
or followed seasons of exceptional prosper- 
ity for the farmer and the only shadow now 
on the prospect of the wage-earner’s share 
in that prosperity is the increased importa- 
tion of labor from Europe. 

The same consular reports which show # 
decrease of Europe’s exports of goods to 
this country, show greatly increased ex- 
ports of European labor to this country. 
Short crops in Europe never fail to send 
multitudes of fugitives from starvation to 
our shores, and every curtailment of trade 
inflicted by the McKinley bill on the coun- 
tries of the Old World will largely increase 
these multitudes. The taxes added to 
the cost of living in America will fall most 
heavily on the wage-earner, and the acci- 
dents which have added to the cost of liv- 
ing forthe farmer’s benefit promise the 
wage-earner only increased competition 
from Europe in our home labor market, 
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SOCIALISM AND PAUPERS. 


In an editorial the other day the New 
York Tribune reads a lecture to what it 
calls the Disheveled Socialists, taking for 
8 text the fact that within the last few days 
$250 ,000 have been bequeathed by three in- 
dividuals to charitable associations of the 
soup-house variety. It sees in this fact 
evidence of the exalted worth of the exist- 
ing order of things, and considers it a 
complete answer to much of the anti-plu- 
tocratic argument. 

No doubt these three individuals were 
animated by the best motivesin thus pro- 
viding soup for Socalists, but before any 
inferences can be drawn it must be known 
whether they were not socialists them- 
selves. A dispenser of charity is animated 
by the socialistic idea whether he knows it 
or not, and a beneficiary ofcharity is a 
practical Socialist; whether he receives it in 
the form of thin soup from philanthropists 
or higher profits which are thrown in his 
way by a passionately paternal Congress— 
such as the one which was condemned by 
the people last November. Were these 
philanthropists Socialists of this latter 
sort or did they earn their great fortunes 
by their own superior energy and intelli- 
gence? When the plutocratic Socialist 
bequeathesa share of his fortune to soup 
houses he doesnot give anything at all. 
He simply performs a praiseworthy, but 
not particularly graceful act of restitution.

A GRAVE SITUATION. 


The Crop Failure in Russie Causing the 
Greatest Apprehension.

OBJECTION TO SPECULATORS BEING Al- 
LOWED TO EXPORT nn. 


A Demand That the Government Imme- 
diately Place a Duty on Rye~Michi- 
gan’s Crop Report—The Average T 101d 
of Wheat Per Acre Rain Wanted— 
Wisconsin Weather Bulletin. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—The grave situa- 
tion created by the failure of the crops in 
Russia is causing the greatest apprehension 
in all circles. The Grashdanin declares that 
the local administrations will be unable to 
make provision for the inhabitants of the 
distressed provinces by drawing upon the 
surplus of other provinces, if speculators 
are allowed to export corn, or if the artificial 
rise in the price of corn is not checked. The 
public demands that the Government imme- 
diately place a duty on rye. The Financial 
Messenger declares that it will be almost im- 
possibile for Russia to export corn this year, 


MICHIGAN’S CROP REPORT. 


AN ESTIMATE OF THE AVERAGE TIELD OF 
WHEAT PER ACRE, 

LANSING, Mich., Aug. 10.—The Michigan 
crop report for August gives the average 
yield of wheat per acre, as estimated by cor- 
respondents, as follows: In the southern 
counties, 17.96 bushels; in the central coun- 
ties, 13.10 bushels; inthe northern counties, 
11.31 bushels. The present estimate yield for 
the southern counties is 1.69 bushels higher, 
and for the central counties it is 70 bushels 
higher than that of July 1. The wheat is of 
fine quality, many of the correspondents re- 
porting it extra good. 

Oats in the southern counties are estimated 
to yield thirty-three bushels per acre, in the 
central counties thirty bushels per acre and 
in northern counties nineteen peracre. The 
average condition of corn in the southern 
counties is 89 per cent, in the central 886 per 
cent and in the northern 79 per cent, and the 
average condition of potatoes inthe -outh- 
ern counties is 9% per cent, inthe central 93 
per cent and in the northern 78 per cent. 

The condition of corn declined in all 
tions of the State during July. | 

The hay crop in the southern counties in 
quantity is 64 per cent. ofa full average, but 
in the central itis less than one-half and in 
the northern lessthan four fourteenths of a 
fullaverage. It is of prime quality in all sec- 
tions. Apples in the southern counties prom- 
ise 88 per cent., and in the central and north- 
ern counties about one-fourth ofan average 
crop. Cropsinthe northern section of the 
State have been damaged by the drouth, and 
uniess rain comes soon will be ruined,

AUGUST STATISTICS. 


REPORT AT THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULT- 
URE ON THE COTTON CROP. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.— The August 
statistics of the Department of Agrteulture 
shows the condition of cotton 88.9 for the 
whole breadth practically the same as last 
month. The improvement during the month 
has been confined to sections of South Car- 
Olma, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. In other portions of the 
cotton Delt there has been a de 
cline in condition, There was an 
excess of rainfall during the month over the 
whole breadth except in Louisiana and the 
greater part of Texas, and the excess of 
moisture was, as a rule, ace panied by a 
temperature below the normal. The last 
week of the month was churacterized by a 
further excess of rain, but accompanied by 
heat conditions above the hormai, but if this 
combination of meteorological conditions 
wrought injury, the return was made too 
early to indicate it. The crop is quite gener- 
ally late, especially in the Gulf Atlantic 
States. The plant is small and on account 
of drought at time of planting and excess of 
rain delaying work, the stand is imper- 
fect over considerable wrea. In the Caro- 
linas the heavy rains of the month caused 
some shedding of bolls and the future of the 
plant to fruit well. In Georgia and Alabama 
some improvement is noted, though dropping 
of forms has followed local excesses of moist- 
ure. The plant is small ind late but fruiting 
well. The crop in Mississippi is late, but 
making good growth with favorable weather 
and taking on forms rupidly. Louisiana re- 
turns are favorable; same damage from local 
drought, but more from excess 
of rain. In some sections the 
plant has made too much growth, to the in- 
jury of the bottom crop. The decline in Tex- 
asis mainly the result of drought, though 
rains at the close of the month may have 
been sufficient to prevent permanent injury. 

The presence of the caterpillar and boll 
worm is barely noted in a few States. Only 
one State—Texas—reports them from more 
than one county except Arkansas where the 
worm is noted in two counties. | 

The State averares are: Virginia, si North 
Carolina, 75; Souta Carolina, 8; Georgia, 86; 
Florida, 94; Alabama, 89; Mississippi, 93; 
Louisiana, 90; Texas, 92; Arkansas, 9; Ten 
nessee, 82. 

The fact that the crop is decidedly late over 
almost the entire breadth make the season 
during August of vital importance. 

The first week of the month shows a con- 
tinuance of the cool weather that marked 
July with rainfall above the normal over the 
larger portion of the cotton Delt. 


WISCONSIN BULLETIN. 


GENERAL CONDITION @N THE CROPS—CHINCH 
BUGS AT WORK. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 10.—The weekly 
weather and crop bulletin for Wisconsin 
shows that in the extreme west and north- 
west portions ofthe State the ground had 
sufficient moisture to carry the crops well 
through the present drouth, All the harvest- 
ed crops have madea heavy yield, and the 
growing ones give fine promise, more es- 
pecially in the northwest portion of the 
State, where some correspondents state that 
the general outlook was never better. 

The section suffe verely from drought 
extends from the @outheast corner of the 
State northwardly nearly to Green Bay and 
its western limit takes in Portage, Juneau, 
Richland and the eastern part of Grant 
County. Chinch bugs are not so numerously 
reported as last week, but Walworth, Colum- 
bia, Sauk and Sheboygan Counties report 
that they are doing great damage to corn. 
Oat rust has done some damage to the oat 
crop in Sauk, Richland and Green Counties. 
The cranberry-region suffered slightly trom 
too great heat. Tobacco is an excellent crop

Dele- 
gates are expected from every country in 
Europe, not excepting Russia, although no 
Bussiab workman ig likely to go back to that 
country after he has attended the congress. 
In Spain some enthusiasm is reported ip 
Barcelona, relative to the congress, and 
there will be delegates from that city. They 
will probably represent a revolutionary 
sentiment and be in line with the most ad- 
vanced doctrines of a Socialistic character. 
Altogether the congress will be the most 
interesting yet held.

He alleged that the woman drove him mad, 
taunting him with his downfall, and before 
he realized his position he had struck her.

be met with the resistance of arms. 

Third. He cannot be moved because the 
South will not allow anybody to move him. 
The negro is an integral part of its social 
and ecomonic life. 

Fourth. We cannot move him because as 
a nation we cannot spare him. He isa good 
citizen. He is a good laborer. His only fault 
is his ignorance, and that is our fault. 

He isa better citizens than nine out of 
ten of the steerage emigrants that land on 
the shores of America to-day. There is a way 
to make the negrofree. Hewlll be a slave 
until his head and his hand and heart have 
been trained tothinkfor themselves and act 
for themselves.’’

THE TURF. 

The proposed trial race between Kingston 
and Longstreet has created no little excite- 
ment among the followeis of the turf through- 
out the country and especially inthe East.
